Of the BCP itself in this printing, no other copy 1s known, 


Of the Psalter portion (dated 1571) there are three other copies: at 


Trinity College Dublin, at The John Rylands Library, and at Vernon House, These 


three copies are with identical copies of BCP in a setting differing from the 


present setting, though reading page for page, 


It is considered more logical to regard these as representing the 1571 


edition of BCP, as the present copy has little to recommend it as being of first- 
hand evidence, 


There is a Psalter portion [only] at British Huseun, dated 1572 (3434 4.2). 
This, also, is unique, 


A curious feature of the present copy of BCP is that in quires R, 8, T's 


the rubrics are printed in black letter. In this respect they differ not only 


from the rest of the book, but also from the edition I regard as 1571. 


Rubrics in this format were printed in black letier until 1568, No edition 


of 1569 is known, In 1570, the practice changed to roman letter, But in 1570 


there was a slight change in the design of the book, saving at this point just 
one page of setting. x 2 


In 1571, the book was again re-designed, saving ot this point five pages, 
and bringing verso pages back to recto. 


This present 1572 copy follows this lest design in text setting. Hence 
there is no question of these three odd! quires having come from an earlier 


edition, In the next two known editions of 4 BCP, 1575 and 1577, the rubrics 
are In roman letter. 


BCP in this format seems to have been intended for personal use of the 
higher clergy and the better-off laity. ALL such editions before 1613 are

It is moze pꝛofitable, becauſe here are left out manpe thinges,

take Jeſus by lubtiltie, and hill hym. But they laid, 
Not on the holpe dap, leſt there be an vpꝛoꝛe among 
the people. When Jeſus was in Bethanie in the 
houſe of Simon the Leper, there came onto hyin a 
woman hauing an Alabaſter boxe ofp:etious opnt- 
ment, and powꝛed it on his heade as he late at the 
booꝛde. But when his dilciples ſa we it, they had in⸗ 
dignation, ſaping,tBhereto ſerueth this walt? This 
oyntment myght haue ben well (oide, and geuen to 
the pooꝛe. hen Jeſus vnderſtoode that. he (ard vn⸗ 
to them, why trouble pe the Woman: to2 the hath 
wꝛought a good wo ke vppon me. Foꝛ ve haue the 
pooꝛe alwapes with you, but me ye ſhal not haue als 
wapes. And in that ſhe hath calf this oyntment on 
my body, che dyd it to burp me. Ueryly J laye vnto 
pou, whereſoeuer this Goſpell ſhalbe pꝛeached in al 
the worde, there ſhall alſo this be tolde that ſhe 
bath done, foꝛ a memoꝛiall oĩ her. Then one of the 
twelue (whiche was called Judas icariot ) went 
onto the cheefe Pꝛieſtes, and lapde vnto them, 
hat wyll ye geue me, and J wyll delpuer him 
bnto you? And they appoynted vnto hym —

peeces of ſpluer. Ind from that tyme kooꝛth he 
ſought opoꝛtunitie to betray hym. The lirſt day ol 
ſwcete bꝛeade, the diſciples came to Jeſus, ſaping 
to hym, Where wilt thou that we pꝛepare fo2 thee 
to eate the Paſſeouer? And he ſapde, Go into the 
citie to ſuch a man, and ſay viitohym, The maiſter 
ſapth, My tyme is at hande, J will kepe my Eaſter 
by thee with mp diſciples, And the diſciples dyd 
as Jeſus hadde appoynted them, and they made 
redythe Paſſouer. idhen the euen was come, he late 
downe with the twelue: and as thep dyd eate, he 
ſayde, Merplp g ſay vnto you, that one of pou ſhall 
betray me. And they were exceedyng loꝛowkull, and 
began euerpe one of them to ſape vnto hym, Lozde, 
is it q? He aunſwered and ſapde, He that dippeth 
his hande with me in the dyſhe, the fame ſhall 
betrape me. The ſonne of man truelpe goeth as it 
is witten of hym: but wo vnto that man by whom 
the ſonne of man is betrayed, it had ben good fo? 
that man pf he had not ben boꝛne. Then Judas, 
which betrayed hym, aunſ{wered and ſapde, Mat⸗ 
ſter, is it J? He lapde vnto hym , Thou haſt ſapde. 
Ind when they were eatyng, Jeſus toke bꝛead, and 
when he had geuenthankes, he bꝛake it, and gaue 
i: to the diſciples, and ſayde, Take, eate, this is my 
body. And he toke the cuppe, and thanked, and gaue 
it to them, ſaying, Dzynke pe all of this, loꝛ this is 
my blood (which is of the newe Teſtament) that is 
ſhed foꝛ manpe, fo2 the remilſion of linnes. But J 
ſay vnto pou, J will not dꝛynke Hencefoozth of this 
frvite ol the vine tree, vntill that day when J ſhalt 
dꝛynke it newe with you in mp kathers kyngdome- 
And whenthey had ſayde grace, they went out vn⸗ 
to mount Oliuet. Then ſapde Jeſus vnto * 
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Sunday next before Eaſter, 


All ye ſhalbe offended becauſe ol me this nyght. Fox 
it is witten, J wyll (mpte the ſhephearde , and 
the ſheepe of the flocke ſhalbe ſcattered abꝛoade: but 
after J am ryſen agapne, J wyll gobefoze pou into 
Galilee . Peter aunſwered and ſapde vnto hym , 
Though all men be offended becauſe of thee , yet 
wyll not J be offended, Jeſus ſayde vnto hym, Uie- 
rylye J lay vnto thee, that in this lame nyght, be- 
fo:c the Cocke crowe, thou ſhalt denpe me thzple. 


Peter ſayd vnto him, Pea though J ſhould dye with 


thee, yet wyll J not denye thee : lykewyſe alſo ſayde 
allthe diſciples, Then came Jeſus with them vn- 
to a karme place(whiche is called Gethſemane) and 
layde vnto the diſciples, Sit ye here while J go and 
p2ap ponder. And he tooke with hym Peter, and the 
two ſonnes of Zebedee, and began to ware ſoꝛow⸗ 
full and heaute. Then ſayde Jeſus vnto them, 


Myſloule ts heauie euen vnto the death, Tarrye ye 


here, and watche with me. And he went alptle kar⸗ 
ther, and fell flat on his face, and pꝛaped, ſaying, 
O my father, pk it be poſſible, let this cuppe paſle 
from me: neuertheleſſe, not as J wyll, but as thou 
Wylt. And he came vnto his diſciples, and founde 
them a fleepe, and ſaide vnto Peter, What, coulde pe 
not watche with me one houre? watche and pꝛay⸗ 
that ye enter not into temptation, The ſpirite is 
wpliyng, but the fleſhe is weake. Ye went away 
once agayne, and pꝛaped, ſaying, O my father, yi 


this cuppe map not paſſe away from me, excepte J 


dꝛynke of it, thy wyll be fulfilled, And he came and 
tounde them a ſleepe agayne, koꝛ they2 eyes were 
heaupe. And he left them, and went agapne, and 
pꝛaped the thyꝛde tyme, ſaying the ſame woꝛdes. 
Then commeth he to his diſciples, and tapde vnto

them, Sleepe on nowe and take pour reff. Beholde 
the houre is at hande, and the ſonne of man is be- 
traped into the handes of ſinners . Byle, let vs be 
goyng , beholde he is at hande that doth betray me. 
Whyle he pet ſpake , loe Judas one of the number 
ol the twelue came, and with hym a great multi⸗ 
tude with Cwo2des and ſtaues, ſent from the cheele 
Pꝛieſtes and Elders of the people. But he that be⸗ 
trayedhym , gaue them a token, ſaying, '19hoſoe- 
uer J kylle , the ſame is he, holde hym kaſte. Ind 
kooꝛthwith he came to Jeſus, and ſapde, Maple 
Maiſter, and kylled hym , And Jeſus ſapde vnto 
hym, Frende, wherefoze art thou come? Then came 
they, andlayde handes on Jeſus, and toone hym. 
And beholde⸗ one ofthem whiche were with Jeſus, 
ſtretchedout his hande, and dꝛewe his lwoꝛde, and 
ſtroke a ſeruaunt of the Hye pꝛieſtes, and ſmote of 
his eare. Then layde Jeſus vntohym, Put vp thy 
ſwoꝛde into the ſheathe, koꝛ all they that take the 
Cwozde . ſhall periche with the Cwozde , Thynkeſk 
thou that IJ can not nowe pꝛap to my father, and 
he ſhall geue me euen nowe moze then twelue les 
ons of angelles? But Howe then hall the 
=(riptures be fuifilled? Foz thus mult it be. In 
the ſame houre ſayde Jelus to the multitude, Pe 
be come out as it were vnto a theeke , withſwozdes 
and ſtaues foz to take me. J ſate daylye with you 
teachyng in the temple, and pe toolie me not. But 
all this is done that the Scriptures of the Pꝛo⸗ 
phetes myght be kulkplled. Then all the diſciples 
koꝛloke him, and kled. And they tooke Jeſus, and led 
him to Cataphas the hye pꝛieſt, where the Scribes 
and the Elders were allembled. But Peter kolow⸗ 
ed him a karre of vnto the hye pꝛieſteg — By 
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Sunday next before Eaſter, 


went in, and ſate with the ſeruauntes to ſee the 
ende. The cheefe Pꝛieſtes and Elders, and all the 
counſaple ſought falſe witneſſe agaynſt Jeſus (fo2 
to put hym to death) but founde none, yea when 
many falſe witneſſes came, yet founde they none. 
At the laſte came two falſe witneſſes, and ſayde, 
This felowe ſayde, J am able to deſtroy the temple 
of God, and to builde it agayne in thꝛee dayes, And 
the cheele Pꝛieſte aroſe, and ſayde vnto hym, Jun- 
ſwereſt thou nothyng: nohy do thele beare wttneſle 
agaynlt thee But Jeſus helde his peace. And the 
cheefe Pꝛieſte aunſwered and ſayde vnto hym, J 
charge thee by the liuing G O D, that thou tell vs 
whether thou be Chꝛiſte the ſonne of God? Jeſus 

ſayde vnto hym, Thou haltſayd. Meuerthelelle J ſay 
vnto you, Pereafter ſhall ye ſee the ſonne of man 

littyng on the ryght hande of power, and comming 
in the cloudes of theſkye. Then the hyePueſte rent 
his clothes, ſaping, Ye hath ſpoken plalphemie, 
what neede we of anye moze witneſſes 7 Beholde 
nowe ye haue hearde his blaſphemie, what thine 
ye; They aunſwered andſayd,Ye is wozthy to dye. 

Then dydthey ſpit in his face, and bulletted hym 
with fiſtes. And other ſmote hym on the face with 


the paulme of their handes, ſaping, Tell vs thou 


Chꝛiſte, who is he that ſmote thee? Peter late with- 
out inthe Court, and adamoſell came to hym, ſay- 
ing, Thou alſo waſt with Jeſus ofGalilee , But he 
denyed befoze them all, ſaying, J wote not what 
thou ſapeſt. When he was gone out into the poꝛche. 


another wenche ſawe him, and ſapde vnto them 


that were there, This felowe was alfo with Je⸗ 


ſus of Nazareth. And agayne he denyed with an 
othe, ſaying, J do not. knowe the man , After a 
: K whyle- 
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Sunday next before Eaſter, 


whyle came vnto hym they that ſtoode by, and ſayde 


vnto Peter, Surely thou art euen one of them, foz 
thy ſpeache be wꝛayeth thee . Then beganne he to 
curſe and to ſweare, that he knewe not the man. 
And immedtatly the Cocke crewe. Ind Peter re- 
membꝛed the woꝛde of Jeſu, whiche ſatde vnto him, 
Bekoze the Cocke crowe, thou ſhalt denie me thzyſe, 
and he went out, and wept bitterlye, ndhen the 
mo2nyng was come, all the chiete Pꝛieſtes and 
Clders of the people helde a counſellagapnft Jeſus 
to put him to death, and bꝛought hym bounde, and 
deliuered hym vnto Pontius Pilate the Deputie. 
Then Judas ( whiche had betrayed him ſeeyng that 
he was condemned, repented him ſelfe, and bꝛought 
agapne the. xxx. plates oł᷑ ſiluer to the cheete pꝛieſtes 
and elders, ſaying, J haue ſinned, betraying the 
innocent blood. And they lapde, What is that to 
vs? See thou to that. And he caſt downe the liluer 
plates in the temple, and departed, and went and 
hanged hym ſelfe. And the cheete pꝛieſtes tooke the 
ſiluer plates, and ſayde, It is not lawkull foz to put 
them into the treaſurie, becauſe it is the pꝛice of 
blood. And they tooke counſayle, and bought with 
them a potters feelde to burie ſtraungers in. here⸗ 
koꝛe the feelde is called Acheldema, that is, The 
feelde of blood, vntyll this day. Then was fulfyl- 
led that whiche wasſpoken by Jeremie the Pꝛo⸗ 


phete, laying, Andthey tooke, xxx. ſiluer plates, the 


pzyceofhym that was valued, whom they bought 
of the chyldꝛen of Jſrael, and gaue them koꝛ the 
potters feelde, as the Loꝛde appoynted me. Jeſus 
ſtoode betoze the deputie,and the deputie alned him, 
ſaying , Art thou the kyng of the Jewes ? Jeſus 
ſayde vntohym, Thou ſapeſt. And when he was 
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accuſed of the cheefe pꝛieſtes and Elders, he aun⸗ 
ſwered noth eng. Then ſayd Pilate vnto hym, Hea · 
red thou not howe many witneſſes they lap agapnſt 
thee? And he aunlwered hym to neuer a woꝛde, in · 
ſomuche that the Deputie maruepled greatly , At 
that feaſte the Deputie was wont to delpuer vnto 
the people a pzyloner whom they ſhoulde delpꝛe. 
He had then a notable pꝛploner called Barabbas. 
Tyerefoze when they were gathered together, Pi⸗ 
late ſapde, hether wyll ye that J geue looſe vnto 
pou Barabbas, oꝛ Jeſus whiche is called Chꝛiſte: 
Foz he knewe that fo: enupe they had delpuered 
hym. When he was ſet downe to geue indgement, 
his wife ſent vntohim,ſaping, Haue thounothyng 
fo do with that tuſte man, fo2 J haue ſuffered thys 
dape manpe thynges in my lleepe becauſe of hym. 
But the cheeke p:1eſtes and Elders perl waded the 
people that they ſhoulde aſße Barabbas, and deſtrop 
Jeſus, The Deputie aunſ weren and ſayde vnto 
them, Whether of the twapne wyll pe that FJ let 
looſe vnto pou? They ſapde Barabbas. Pilate ſapde 
vnto them, What ſhall J do then with Jeſus, 
whiche ts called Chꝛilte? They all ſapde vnto him, 
Let him be crucifird. The depurie ſapde, nohat eupll 
hath he done? But they cryed moꝛe ſaping, Let him 
be crucitiev. When Pilate ſawe that he coulde pꝛe⸗ 
uaple nothyng, but that moꝛe bulineſſe was made, 
he tookie water, and wache d his handes befoꝛe the 
people, ſaying, J àm innocent of the blood of this 
iuſt perſon, ſee pe. Then aunſwered all the people, 
and ſapde, Hie blood be on vs, and on our childꝛen. 
Then let he Barabbas looſe vnto them, and ſcour⸗ 
ged Jelus, and delyuered hym to be crucikyed. Then 
theſouldiers of the Deputie tooke Jeſus into the 
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common hall, and gathered vnto hym all the com⸗ 
panpe, and they ſtrypped hym, and put on hym a 
purple robe, and platted a crowne of thoꝛnes, and 
put it vpon his head, and a reede in his right hande, 
and bowed the knee befoꝛe hym, and mocked hym, 
ſaying, Haple kyng of the Jewes, and when they 
had ſpitte vpon hym, they tooke the reede and ſniote 
hym on the head. And akter that they had mocke> 
hym, they tooke the robe of hym agapne, and put 
his owne rapment vpon hym, and ledde hym away 
to crucitie him. Ind as they came out, they founde 
a man of Cyzene (named Stmon) hym they com- 
pelled to beare his croſſe. Ind they came vnto the 
place whiche is called Golgotha, (that is to ſape, T 
place of dead mens ſculles) and gaue hym vine⸗ 
ger myngled with gall to dꝛynke. And when he 
had taſted there ol he would not dꝛynke. When they 
had crucified hym. they parted his garmentes, and 
dpd caſte lottes, that it myght be fulfilled whiche 
was ſpoken by theP2ophete, They parted mygar⸗ 
mentes among them. and vpon mp veſture did they 
caſte lottes. Ind they late and watched hym there, 
and ſet vp ouer his head the cauſe of his death wꝛit⸗ 
ten. This is Jeſus the kyng of the Jewes. Then 
were there two theeues cructfied with hym, one on 
the rpghthande, and another on the left, They that 
paſſed by, reupledhym, waggyng thepꝛ heades, and 
ſaying, Thou that deſtropeſt the temple of GOD, 
and dpddeſt buylde it in thꝛee dapeg, ſaue thy ſelle. 
Ik thou bethe ſonne ot GOD, come downe from 
the crolle , Lyliewyſe alſo the hye Pꝛieſtes mockyng 
hym with the Scribes and Elders, ſapde, He ſaued 
other, him lelfe he can not laue: Il he be the kyng ol 
Iſrael, let hym nowe come downe trom thecrolle, 
. and 
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and we wyll beleue hym. He truſted in GOD, let 
hym delpuer hym nowe pk he will haue him. 
Foꝛ he ſayde, J am the ſonne ol God. The theeues 
alſo whiche were cructfied with hym caſte the ſame 
in his teeth. From the ſyxth youre was there darne⸗ 
neſſe ouer all the lande, vnt pll the nynth houre, and 
about the nynth houre, Jeſus crped with a loude 
vopce, ſaying, Eli, Eli, Lamaſabachthani, that is to 
ſap, My God, my God, why haſt thou fozſalien me? 
Some of them that ſtoode there, when they hearde 
that, ſapd, This man calleth foꝛ Elias. And ſtraight⸗ 
wap one of them ran, and toke aſpunge, and when 
he had killed it full of vineger, he put it on a reede. 
and gaue him to dꝛynke. Other ſapde, Let be, let vs 
ſee whether Elias wyll come and delpuer hym. Je⸗ 
us when he had cryed agayne with a loude voyce, 
peelded vp the ghoſt, a beholde, che vaple ol the tem⸗ 
ple dyd rente in two partes, krom the toppe to the 
bottom, and the earth did quake, and the ſtones rent, 
t graues dyd open, a manp bod pes ofſaintes which 
flepte, aroſe and went out ofthe graues alter his re⸗ 
lurrection, and came into the holye citie, and appea 
red vnto many. When the Centurion, and they that 
were with hym watchyng Jeſus, ſawe the earth⸗ 
quake, and thoſe thynges whiche happened, they 
feared greatly,ſaping, Truelp this was the ſonne 
of God. And many women were there (beholdyng 
hym a karre of) which lolo wed Jeſus from Galilee, 
miniſtryng vntohym: among which, was Marie 
Magdalene, and Marie the mother ol James and 
Joles, and the mother of Zebedes chyldꝛen, 
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The Epiſtle, 
Hat is he this that commeth 
I 6 from Edom, with red coloured 
clothes of Boſra (whiche is ſo 

5% coſtlip cloth) and commeth in ſo 
A mightilp with all his ſtrength: 
J J amyhe that teacheth ryghte⸗ 
A | oUlnelſe, and am of power to 
—— helpe. wherekoꝛe then is thy 
clothyng redde, and thy rapment lpke his that 
treadeth in the wyne pꝛelle? J haue troden the 
pꝛeſſe my ſelfe alone, and of ali people there is not 
one with me. Thus wpll J treade downe mpne 
enemies in my wꝛath, and ſet my feete vpon them 
in mpne indignation : and thepꝛ bloode ſhall be⸗ 
ſpꝛyng my clothes, and ſo wyll J ſtapne all my 
rapment. Foꝛ the daye of vengeaunce 1s alligned 
in myhearte, and the pere when my people ſhalbe 
delpuered is come. J looked about me, and there 
was no man to ſhewe me anye helpe. J maruey- 
led that no man helde me vp. Then J helde me by 
myne owne arme, and mp keruentnelle ſuſtepned 
me. And thus wyll J treade downe the people in 
my wꝛath, and bathe them in mp diſpleaſure, and 
vppon the earth wyll Jlaye theyꝛ ſtrength, J wpll 
declare the goodneſſe of the Loꝛde, pea and the pꝛaile 
of the Loꝛde fo2 all that he hath geuen vs, koꝛ the 
great good that he hath done foꝛ ſrael, whiche he 
hath geuen them of his owne fauour, and accoz- 
dyng tothe multitude ol his loupng kyndneſſe. Fox 
he ſayde, Theſe no doubt are mp people, and no 
ſh:inkpng childꝛen, and ſo he was they: lauiour: In 
theyꝛ troubles, he was alſo troubled with them. 
and the angel that went foozth from his pꝛeſence 
delyuered 
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delpuered them. Of verye loue and kyndneſſe that 
he had vnto them, he redeemed them. He hath bozne 
them, and caryed them vp euer ſince the wozlde be⸗ 


gan. But after they pzouokedhimto wzath,and ver- 


ed his holy mynde, he was thepꝛenemie, and fought 
agaynſt them hym ſelfe. Pet remembꝛed Jſrael the 
olde tyme ol Moyſes and his people, ſaping, nohere 
is he that bꝛought them from the water of the ſea, 

with them that ked his ſheepe! nohere is hethathath 
geuen his holy ſpirite among them? He led them by 
the right hande of Mopſes with his gloꝛious arme, 
diuiding the water befoze them, wherby he gat hin 
ſelfe an euerlaſtyng name. He led them in the deepe, 
as an hoꝛſe is ledde in the plapne, that they ſhonide 
not ſtumble, as a tame beaſt goeth in the feelde, and 
the bꝛeath geuen of God geueth hym reſte. Thus (O 
God) haſt thou led thy people, to make thy ſelke a glo⸗ 

rious name withall. Looke downe then from hea⸗ 
uen, and beholde the dwellyng place ol thy ſanctua⸗ 
rye, and thy glozye, Howe is it that thy gelouſte, thy 
ſtrength, the multitude of thy mercies, and thy lo 

uingkyndnes, Wyll not be entreated of vs? Pet art 
thou our father: ffoꝛ Abꝛaham knoweth vs not nep⸗ 
ther is Jſrael acquapnted with vs. But thou Loꝛde 

art our father and redeemer, and thy name is euer⸗ 
laſtyng. O Loꝛde, wherefoze haſt thou led vs out of 
the wap! whereloꝛe haſt thou hardened our heartes 
that we feare thee not? Be at one with vs agapne 
fo: thy ſeruauntes ſake, and fo2 the generation of 
thyne heritage. Thy people haue had but a lytle of 
thy ſanctuarpe in polleſſion, fo2 our enempes haue 
troden downe the holye place . And we were thyne 
fromthe beginning, when thou watt not their loꝛd:

her. And Judas Iſcariot one of the twelue , went 
away vnto the hye Pꝛieſtes to betrape hym vnto 


them. nohen they hearde that; they were glad, and 


pꝛompſed that they woulde geue hym monpe. And 
he ſought how he myghi conuenientip betrap hym, 
And the kirſt dap or cweete bꝛead (when they offered 
the pallouer) his diſciples ſapde vnto hym, hohere

And he wil ſhewe pou a great parlour paued 4 pꝛe⸗ 
pared,there make redy [92 vs. And his diſciples went 
fooꝛth, and came into the citie, and kounde as he had 
ſayd vnto them, and they made redye the Pallouer, 
And when it was nowe euentide, he came with the 
twelue. Ind as they late at boarde and dyd eate, Je⸗ 
ſus ſapde , Uerply J lay vnto you, one of you (that 
eateth with me) ſhall betraye m2. And they began 
to be ſoꝛpe, and to ſap vntohim one by one, Js it J: 
and another ſaide, Js it J: He aunſwered, and ſapd 
vnto them, It is one of the twelue, euen he that 
dyppeth with me in the platter.

And he 
ſapde vnto them, This is my blood of the newe Te- 
ſtament which is ſhed koꝛ many. Ueryly J ſaye vn⸗ 
to you, 3 wyll dꝛynke no moꝛe of the kruite of the 
vine, vntyll that dape that J dꝛynke it newe in the 
kyngdome ol God. And when they had ſayde grace, 
they went out tothe mounte Oliuete , And Jeſus 
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lapeth vnto them, All pe ſhalbe offended becauſe of 
me this nyght. Foꝛ it is wꝛitten, J wyll ſinpte the 
ſhephearde, and the ſheepe ſhalbe ſcattered; but af- 
ter that J am rpſen agapne, J wyll go into Galilee 
befoze pou. Peter ſapde vnto hym, Andthough all 
men be cfiended, pet wyll not J. And Jeſus ſapth 
vntohym, Uerply J ſay vnto thee, that this dape. 
euien in this nyght, befo:e the Cocke crowe twyle, 
thou ſhalt denpe me thee tymes. But he ſpalie moꝛe 
vehementlp, No, pf J ſhould dpe with thee, J wyll 
not denye thee, Like wile alſo ſapde they al. And they 
came into a place whiche was named Gethſemane, 
and he ſapde to his dilciples, Sit ye here whyle J gg 
alide and pꝛay.

And Pllate 
allied hym, Art thou the kyng 
Ok the z 7 weg: And he aunſwered and ſayde to hym, 
ThouTſapeſt it. Ind the hye Pꝛieſtes accuſedhym ot 
many thynges . So Pilate aſked hym agayne, 
ſaying, Junſwerelt thou nothyng? Beholdehowe 
many thynges they lay to thy charge. Jeſus aun- 
ſwered yet nothyng ſo that Pilate marueyled. At 

that feaſt Pilate dyd deliuer vnto them a p2yſoner, 
whomſceuer they woulde deſpꝛe.

Andſo Pilate wylling 
to content the people, let loſe Barabbas vntothem, 
and delyuered vp Jeſus (een he had 1 
zm 
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hym) koꝛ to be crucified , And the ſouldiers ledde 
him away into the common hal, and calied together 
the whole moltitude, and they clothed Hym with 
purple, and they platted a crowne of thoꝛnes, and 
crowned him withall, and beganne to ſalute hym, 
Hayle kyng of the Jewes. And they ſmote hymon 
the head with a reede, and did ſpit bpponhym, and 
bowed their knees, and woꝛchippedhem. 41d when 
they had mocked hym, they tone the purple ofhim, 
and put his owne clothes on hym, and led hym out 
to crucitie him.

Foꝛ which cauſe allo, nepther the 
firſt Teſtament was oꝛdepned without blood , Foz 
when Moples had declared all the comaundements 
to all the people accoꝛdyng to the la we, he tooke the 
blood of Calues & of Goates, with water a purple 
wooll, and hylope, and ſpꝛyuckled both the booke 
and all the people, ſaying, This is the blood of the 
Teſtament whiche God hath appoynted vnto pou, 
Moꝛeouer he ſpꝛinckled the tabernacle with blood 
allo, and all the miniſtring vellels. Ind almoſt all 
thynges are by the lawe purged with blood, and 
without ſheddyng of blood is no remiſſion It is 
neede then, that the ſimilitudes of heauenlpe thyn⸗ 
ges be purified with ſuche thynges: but that the 
heaueniye thynges them lelues, be purified with 
better ſacrifices then are thoſe; Foz Chuſte is not 
entred into the holye places that are made with 
handes (whiche are ſimilitudes of true thynges) 
but is entred into very heauen, koꝛ to appeare nowe 
in the ſygyt of GOD loꝛ vs, not to oflex hym leife 
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Luke. 22 
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okten, as the hye Pꝛielt entreth into the holye place 
euerp pere with ſtraunge blood, fo2 then multe he 
haue often ſuffered ſence the woꝛlde beganne.

whoſoeuer ſball eate of this bꝛead, and dꝛynke of 
this cuppe of the Loꝛde vnwoꝛthyly, ſhalbe giltie of 
the body and blood ol the Loꝛde.

late to the ye pꝛieſtes and to the people, J fpnde no 
fault in this man. Ind thep were the moze fierce. 
ſaying, Ye moueth the people, teachyng thꝛough⸗ 
out ail Jurie, and began in Galilee, euen to this 
place. When Pilate heard mention ol Galilee. he ac 
ked whether the man were of Galtice, And aſloone 
as he hne we that he belonged vnto Herodes iuril⸗ 
diction. he ſent hym to Yerode, whiche was allo at 
Hieruſalem at that tyme. And when Herode ſawe 
Jeſus, he was exceedpng glad, koꝛ he was deſirous 
to ice hym of a long teaſon, becaule he had hearde 
manpthynges ot hym, and he truſted to haue ſeene 
ſome? miracies done by hym. Then he queſtioned 
with hem many wordes: but ye auntwered hym 
nothyng . The hye pzieſtles and Scribes ſtoode 
foo2th, and accuſed ym ſtrayghtiye; and Herod

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with his men of warre deſpiſed hym. And when he 
had mocked hym, he araped hym in whyte clothyng. 
and ſent hym agapne to Pilate, And the fame dap 
Pilate and Herode were made kreendes together: 
fo2 befoz2 they were at variatince . And Pilate 
called together the hye pxefies, and the rulers, and 
the people, andiapde onto them, Ye haue bꝛought 
this man vnto me, as one that paruerteththe peo⸗ 
ple, and beholde J cramine hym bekoꝛe port, and 
t111de no kault in this man of thoſe thinges where- 
of ye accuſe hym, no noꝛ pet Herode. Foꝛ J {ent pou 
vnto hym, and loe nothyng woꝛthy ok death is done 
onto hym, 4 wyll therekoze chaften hym, and let 
hym looſe, Foꝛ ot neceſſitie he muſt haue let one looſe 
to them at that feaſte. And all the people crped at 
once, ſaping, Away with him, and deliuer vs Ba- 
rabbas, whiche koꝛ a certayne inſurrection made in 
the citie, and koꝛa murther, was caſte into pꝛplon. 
Pilate ſpake agayne vnto them, Wpllyng to let Je⸗ 
ſus looſe. But they crped,faying, Crucikte hym, cru⸗ 
cilie hym. He laide vnto them the thirde tyme, udhat 
tulll hath he done? J finde no cauſe of death in 
Him:J wpll therefoze chaiten hpm, and let hym go. 
Ind thep cryed with loude vopces, requirpng that 
he myght be crucified, Ind the vopces ol them, and 
or the bye viteſſes pꝛeuapled. And Pilate gaue len⸗ 
tente that it houlde be as thep required, and he let 
ooſe vntothem 11:1 that (koꝛ inſurrection and mur⸗ 
her) was caſt into pꝛylon, whom thep had delpꝛed, 
and he deliuered to heim Jeſus, to do witch hym 
What chep woulde. And as thep led Hym away, they 
taught one Simon ot Cyꝛene, commpng out ol the 
feclde, and on him laid thep the crolle, that he mpgyt 
beare it after Jelus. And there kelowed hema 
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great company of people, and of women, Whiche 
bewapled and lamented Hyic. But Jelus turned 
backe vnto them, and ſay>e, de daughters of Hie⸗ 
ruſalem, weepe not loꝛ me, but weepe koꝛ pour ſel⸗ 
ues, and foꝛ pour chyldꝛen. Foꝛ beholde, the dapes 
wyll come, in the whiche they ſhall lay, Happie are 
the Varten, and the wombes that neuer bare, and 
the pappes whiche neuer gaue tucke. Then (hall 
thep begyn to tape to the mountapnes, Fallon bs: 
and to the hylles, Couer vs. Foꝛ yk they do this in a 
greene tree, what ſhall be done in the dꝛpe? And 
there were two eupll doers ledde with hym to be 
llapne. Ind after that they were come to the place 
Whiche is called Caluarie) there they crucified hym, 
and the eupll doers, one on the ryght hande, and the 
other on the leſt: Then ſapde Jelus, Father foꝛgeue 
them, koꝛ they wote not what they do. And they 
parted his rapment, and caſt lottes. And the peo⸗ 
ple ſtoode and behelde. And the rulers mocked hym 
with them, laping, He ſaued other men, let him laue 
hym ſelie pl he be very Chꝛiſte the choſen ol GOD, 
The ſouldiers alſo mocked hym , and came and 
ofteredHpm vineger, and ſapde, Jtthoube the kyng 
of Jewes, ſaue thy ſelfe. Ind a ſuperſcription was 
wꝛitten ouer hym with letters of Greeke , and La⸗ 
tine, and Pebzewe, This is the kyng of the Iewes. 
And one of the eupll doers whiche were hanged , 
rapled on hym, ſaying, Ik thou be Chꝛiſte, ſaue thy 
ſelſe and vs. But the other aunſwered, and rebu⸗ 
fed him, ſaping, Fegreſt thou not God, ſeeyng thou 
art in the ſame damnation? me are ryghteouſly 
puniſhed, koꝛ we receaue accozdyng to our deedes, 
but this man hath done nothyng amilſe . And he 
ſayde vnto Jeſus, Loꝛde remember me, when thou 
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commelt into thy kyngdome, AndJeſus lapde vnto 
hym, Uerplpe J ſape vnto thee, to dape ſhalt thou 
be with me in Paradiſe. And it was about the ſyxt 
houre, and there was a darlineſle ouer all the earth 
bntyll the ninth houre , and the ſunne was darke- 
ned, and the vayie ofthe Temple dpd rente euen 
though the middes . And when Jelus had cryed 
with a loude vopce, he ſapde, Father, into thy 
handes J commende mp ſpirite.. And when he thus 
had ſapde, he gaue vp the ghoſt, when the Cen- 
turton ſawe what had happened, he gloutted God, 
ſaying, Merply this was a rpghteous man. And all 
the people that came together to that lyght, and 
lawe the thinges which had happened, ſmote they? 
bꝛeſtes, and returned. And all his acquaintaunce, 
and the women that folowed hym from Galilee, 
ſtoode a farre of beholdpng thele thpnges . And bee 
holde, there was a man named Joſeph, a counſay* 
lour, and he was a good man and a iuſte, the lame 
had not conſented to the counſaple and deede of 
them, whiche was of Arimathea, a citie of the 
Jewes, whiche ſame alſo wapteth foz the kyng⸗ 


dome ot God, he went vnto Pilate, and begged the 


body of Jelus, and toke it downe, and wꝛapped it 
in alinnen cloth, and lapde it in a ſepulch:e that 
was hewen in ſtone, wherein neuer man betoze 
had ben lapde.

Therefoze ſapth Jeſus vnto 
Peter, Put vp thy Cwo2de into the ſbeathe, (hall J 
not dꝛynke of the cuppe whiche mp father hath ge- 
uen me?! Then the company, and the captapne, and 
the miniſters of the Jewes toone Jeſus, and bounde 
hym, and led hym away to Annas kirſte, fo: he was 
father in lawe to Caiaphas. whiche was the hye 
puieſte the ſame pere, Cataphas was he that gaue 
counſayle to the Jewes, that it was expedient that 4 
one man choulde dye foꝛ the people. And Simon 1 
Peter folowed Jeſus, and ſo dyd another diſciple: 1 
that dilciple was knowen to the hye pꝛieſte, and 
went in with Jeſus vnto the palace of the hye 
pꝛieſt. But Peter ſtoode at the dooꝛe without, Then i 
went out that other diſcip!e (whiche was knowen 18 
to the hye pꝛieſte) and ſpake to the Damoſell that 1 
kept the dooꝛe, and bꝛought in Peter.

One of the ſeruauntes of the 
Hye Pꝛieſtes (His colin whole eare Peter lmote of 
ſayde vnto hym, Dyd not J lee thee in the Garden 
with him? Peter therekoꝛe denyed agapne. and im 
mediatlpe the Cocke crewe. Then ledde they Jeſtis 
from Caiaphas into the hall of iudgement. It was 
in the moꝛnyng, and they them ſelues went not 
into the iudgement Hall, tell they ſhoulde be defy- 
led, but that they myght eate th? Paſſeouer. Pi⸗ 
late then went out to them, and ſayde, Mhat ac⸗ 
cuſatton bꝛyng you agapnſt this man? They aun⸗ 
wered and ſapde vnto hym, Ihe were not an eu! 
Dar, we woulde not haue delpuered hym vnto ther. 
Then ſapde Pilate vnto them, Tate pe him, and 
iudge hym alter pour ownelawe, The Jewes ther 
loꝛe ſapde vnto hym.

Wearyng a crowne of thozne, and a robe of purple. 
And he ſayth onto them, Beholde the man. hen 
the hye pꝛieſtes and the miniſters ſawe hym, they 
cryed , Crucikie hym, crucifie hym . Pilate ſapeth 
vnto them, Take pe hym, and crucikie hym : koꝛ J 
fynde no cauſe in hym . The Jewes aunſweared 
hym,n2e haue alawe, and by our law? he ought to 
dye, becauſe he made hym ſelfe the ſonne of G DO D. 
when Pilate hearde that ſaping, he was the moꝛe 
afrayde, and went agapne into the iudgement Hall, 
and ſayde vnto Jeſus, u2hence art thou? But Je⸗ 
ſus gaue hym none aunſwere., Then ſapde Ptlate 
vntohym, Speakeſt thou not vnto me? Knoweſt 
thou not that J haue power to crucifie thee, and 
haue power to looſe thee 7 Jeſus auntwered, Thou 
couldeſt haue no power at all agaynſt me, except it 
were geuen thee from aboue.therefoze he that deli⸗ 
uered me vnto thee, hath the moꝛe ſinne. And fron 
thencefoozth ſought Pilate meanes to looſe hym: 
but the Jewes crped, ſaying, Ik thou let hym go, 
thou art not Ceaſars freende : foꝛ whoſoeuer mas 
keth him ſelfe a kyng, is agaynit Ceaſar. When 
Pilate hearde that laying. he bꝛought Jeſus fooꝛth. 
and ſate do wne to geue ſentence in a place that is 


called the Pauement, but in the Hebꝛue tongue, 


Gabbatha. It was the pzeparyng dape of Eaffer, 
about the ſprth houre. And he ſapeth vnto the 
Jewes, Beholde your kyng. They cryed, ſaping, 
Away with hym, away with hym , crucifie hym. 
Pilate ſayth vnto them, Shall J crucikie pour 
kyng? The hye Pꝛieſtes aunſwered, ie haue no 
kyng but Ceaſar. Then delpuered he hym to them 
to be cructfyed. Ind they tooke Jeſus, and ledde him

a tytle , and put it vppon the croſſe. The wꝛptyng 
was, leſus of Nazareth, king of the Iewes . This ty 
tle read manye of the Jewes , koꝛ the place where 
Jeſus was crucitied was neare to the Citie, And 
it was written in Hebꝛewe, Greke , and Latine, 
Then ſapde the hye pꝛieſtes ofthe Jewes to Pilate, 
n22yte not kyng of the Jewes, but that heſayde ,A 
ain kyng ofthe Jewes. Pilate aunſwered, what 
J haue waitten , that J haue waitten . Then the 
ſouldiers when they had crucified Jeſus , tooke his 
garmentes and made foure partes, to euery ſouldi⸗ 
er apart, and Aſo his coate. The coate was withs 
out ſeame, wzought vppon thꝛoughout. They ſayd 
therefo:e among them ſelues, Let vs not diuide it, 
but caſt lottes foꝛ it who ſhall haue it, that the ſcrip⸗ 
ture myght be fulfilled , laying : They haue parted 
my rayment among them, and foꝛ my coate did they 
caſte lottes. And the ſouldiers did ſuche thynges in 
deede. There ſtoode by the croſſe ol Jeſus, his mo⸗ 
ther, and his mothers ſpſter , Marie the wyfe of 
Cleophas , and Marie Magdalen when Jeſus 
therefoze ſawe his mother, and the diſciple whom 
he loued, ſtandpng, he lapth vnto his mother, wo⸗ 
man beholde thy ſonne , Then lapde he to the diſct- 
ple, Beholde thy mother. Ind krom that houre, the 


diiſciple tooke her foz his owne. 


Alter thele thynges, Jeſus knowyng that all 
thynges were nowe perkourmed, that the Scrip⸗ 
ture myght be fulfylled, he ſapd, J thpꝛſt. So there 


ſtoode a veſſell by full of vineger: therefoze they *

led a ſpunge with vineger, and wounde it about 
with hyſope, and put it to his mouth. Alſoone as 
Jeſus then receaued of the vineger, he ſapd, It is fi⸗ 
niſhed, and bowed his head, and gaue vp the ghoſt. 
The Jewes therefoze becauſe it was the pꝛepa⸗ 
ryng ol the Sabbath, that the bodyes ſhoulde not 
remapne vppon the croſſe on the Sabbath daye, 
(fo: that Sabbath dap was an hye dape) beſought 
Pilate that their legges myght be bꝛoken, and that 
they myght be taken downe. Then came the ſoul: 
dicrs and bꝛake the legges of the firſte, and of the 
other whiche was crucifted with hym. But when 
thepcame to Jeſus, and ſawe that he was dead al- 
redy, they bzalie not his legges, but one ol the ſoul⸗ 
diers with a ſpeare thꝛuſte hym into theſpde , and 
fooꝛth with there came out blood and water. And 
he that ſawe it bare recoꝛde, and his recoꝛde is 
true. And he knoweth that he layth true, that ye 
might beleue alſo.Fo2 theſe thinges were done that 
the ſcripture ſhonlde be kullilled, Pe ſhall not bzeakie 
à bone of hym. | 
And agapne, another ſcripture ſapth, They ſhall 
loke vpou him whom they haue pearſed. Alter this 
Joſeph of Jrimathea (which was a diſciple ol Je⸗ 
ſus, but ſecretely foꝛ feare of the Jewes) beſought 
Pilate that he might take down the body of Jeſus, 
And Pte gaue hym licence. Ye came therkoꝛe and 
tooke the body of Jeſus:and there came allo Nicho- 
demus (whiche at the beginning came to Jeſus by 
nyght)and bzought of Myzrhe and Aloes myngled 
together, about an hundꝛed pounde wayght. Then 
tooke they the body of Jelus, and wounde it in lyn- 
nen clothes with the odours , as the maner of the 
Jewes is to burpe.
